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REMARKS 

In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
February 23, 2007, A pplicants hereby provisionally elect Group I, Claims 1-3 and 12-14, for 
examination, with traverse . 

Applicants believe that the claims of the remaining groups (Group II-VI) are 
sufficiently related to be examined together, and that such examination would not place an 
undue burden on the Examiner. M.P.E.P. § 803 states that, if "the search and examination of 
an entire application can be made without serious burden, [then] the examiner must examine it 
on the merits, even though it includes claims to distinct or independent inventions." Therefore, 
applicants request that the examiner reconsider her position regarding this restriction 
requirement and examine the claims of Groups I- VI as one invention.
